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There was some discussion of fhe pace with which the DCI ought to assert his authority 
to exercise leadership and effective guidance in the intelligence community. It was 
agreed that the DCI would attend a joint meeting with the Secretary of Defense and 
the BOB on this overall question. 

BOB raised the question of described as a "two-headed monster." Mr. McCone 

observed that the NRO would work satisfactorily so long as the present personalities 
were in place, but he stated that the center of gravity on satellite reconnaissance 
was gradually shifting to the DOD. He stated his opinion that NRO and NSA must be 
established with direct lines to the SecDef on the grounds that reconnaissance and 

Sigint were both wider and deeper than any DIA authority or responsibility 

DCI pointed out that the DOD is the executive agent for Sigint and noted that he was 
not satisfied with the DOD management of NSA. 
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
